Ho wever, by turning 
the clo ck l)ack centuries at a time, 
It is po ssible to determine with 
Bo mewhat mo re accuracy many o f 
the steps in the develo pment o f 
the art to Its pre.sent stature as 
human exprt-ssio n wo rthy o f reco rd­ 
ing fo r the enjo y ment o f this and 
future generatio ns. 
Singing emerged fro m a prehis­ 
to ric darkness as a vital part o f 
religio us expressio n—a po sitio n It 
still ho lds. The ancient Hebrews 
chanted their Psalms antipho nally 
(two parts singing alternately ) and 
in respo nse. I>ater. when the Chris­ 
tian church co ndemned the use o f 
musical 
Instruments 
because 
o f 
their 
asso ciatio n 
with 
sensuo us 
pleasures, the church established 
the chant as the o nly fo rm o f re­ 
ligio us music, ho lding It In that 
high 
po sitio n 
fo r mo re 
than 
a 
tho usand y ears. As the centuries 
passed Liturgical music held sway 
thro ugho ut Euro pe, especially In 
Italy . 
In 575 
D. Po pe Grego ry the 
Great gathered all the music o f the 
church into what came to be kno wn 
as Grego rian music, a co llectio n o f

po rt. The "Go lden Age o f Grego r­

Ambro se, the "Father o f Ecclesias­ 
tical .Music", intro duced hy mns and 
antipho nal singing into the west­ 
ern church.
